Lethbridge and Medicine Hat were 
by far the largest camps in Canada. The camp in Lethbridge 
was a city by itself.

Prisoners enjoyed the same housing and rations as 
the Canadian armed forces leaving many Lethbridge residents 
resentful because their rations were much stricter. Some pris- 
oners were called to work on local farms since so many young 
Canadian men were called away to war. For their labor prisoners 
were paid fifty cents a day. As the war drew to an end so did the 
need for Camp 133, and it closed in December of 1946.

In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer's premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.
